CANADA'S Butter surplus is now 
being distributed to relief recipients 
and families on tow incomes through- 


out the Dominion, as a result of an} 


arrangement entered Into by ;he Fed- 
eral government, which pays the re- 
tailer cash for the for the butter dis- 
pensed over the counter. Premier 
Mitchell Hepburn of Ontario takes a 
rap at the Liberal government for- its 
part in the butterdistribution set-up, 
claiming that the Dominion admin- 
istration is interfering with the dairy 
industry. White it is not our policy 
toagree nor disagree with Mr. Hepburn 
there was one sentence in his address 
before businessmen and farmers in 
Port Bruce, Ontarto, last week-end 
which contained a vital point. He 
stated that he had been informed “thay 
many persons on relief are not in a 
position to store these extra supplies 
of butter, and in some cases the ef- 
fort is virtually a total loss,” Drum- 
heller business men dispensing the 
surplus butter have had relief fam- 
ilies take away as many as eight 
pounds at one time, Asked {ff they 
would not rather leave it In the store 
refrigerator and call for it by the 
pound, they refused. Anyone should 
know that if butter fs kept any "ength 
of time im a warm atmosphere it 
will soon become rancid and made un- 
fit for human consumption, The ob- 
ject of logical distribution is then 
lost and the surplus become a waste.

jects. Therefore, the subjects are 
surrounded by a bright edge light- 
ing, and interesting shadows are 
thrown toward the camera. 

When you make these backlighted 
pictures, it is wise to use photo 
lights to brighten the shadows (see 
diagram). This not only produces a 
better picture effect, but shortens the 
exposure. With photo lights ar- 
ranged as shown, a snapshot can be 
taken with a box camera loaded with 
high speed film. Other cameras, 1/25 
second at f.11. 

Interesting silhouette pictures 
can be made, too, when the subject 
is placed tn front of a sunny win- 
dow. If a silhouette is desired, do not 
use the photo lights or a reflector of 
any kind to illuminate the shadow 
side of the subject. With subject 
against a sunlighted window make 
a snapshot with the second stop 
opening on a box camera. 

Try a roll of “indoor - sunlight” 
pictures. Many charming effects can 
be obtained, and snapshots of this
